Lemuel LeBaron 
Holmes is district: attorney of Bristol 
county. William C. Wait of Medford 
is a law partner of Samuel J. Elder. 


MR. DECOURCY INTERVIEWED. 

Up to 1.30 o’cluck this afternoon, 
Lawyer DeCourcy had received no offi- 
cial notification of his appuintment lo 
the judgeship. It was unquestionable 
in his own mind however. for he had 
received despatches vf ‘nformation 
from. different sources, and telegrains 
and telephone messages of convratu- 
lation. The news was no surprise to 
him for he had been expecting the ap- 
pointment for some little time. In fact 
it could not have surprised him after 
the way in which the Boston papers 
have been announcing the appointment 
as a coming certainty, and have been 
publishing half tone cuts of Lawyer 
DeCourcy, ‘judge to be.” . 

Lawyer DeCourcy was seen at his 
residence on Knox'street shortly after 
1 o’clock this afternoon. He expressed 
pleasure over the nomination, but stat- 
ed that up to that time he had received 
no official notification... There is no 


question as to Mr. DéCourey'’s accept~- 


ance of the judgeship, for he has long 
since stated that if the appointment 
came he would accept. He deeply ap- 
preciates the honor which is conferred 
upon him, but it has been with-no lit- 
tle deliberation and reluctance that he 
has decided to vive up his extensive 
law ‘practice to accept a seat on the 
superior court bench. 

The nominations which have been 
made by Governor Crane will undoubt- 
edly be.confirmed by the governor's 
council on next Wednesday. After'that 
comes the qualifying? of the appoint- 
tees, and they are then judges of the 
superior court, with the title of “Hon- 
orable.” ‘ 

The acceptance of the judgeship will 
necessitate. Mr. DeCourcy’s retirement 
from the law. firm of DeCourcv Coul-. 
son & Cox. As to the future of the 
firm,, however, Mr. DeCourcy desired 
to have -nething to.say- until after his

CHARLES A. DECOURCY. 


_..Charles.__A... DeCourcy....was....born 
in Lawrence on the 23rd of Sep- 
tember, 1858, and is consequently in the 
44th year of his life. He was the son 
of John and Mary DeCourcy, now de- 
ceased, the father passing away in 
1870-when- Charles was but a 12-year 
old boy... His.mother, however, lived 
to a ripe old age, and survived until 
the present year when she passed away 
on the 29th of last March. 

Mr, DeCourcy received his early ed- 
ucation-in the public schools of this 
city and was graduated from the Law- 
rence High school in June, 1874. In 
the fall of thit-year he-entered George= 
town college and after four years study 
there, he was graduated in June, 1878, 
with the degree of A. B. He was com- 
mencement dey speaker on the occa- 
sion of his graduation, and eleven years 
later, in 1899, the college conferred up- 
on him the degree of A. M. 

After his graduation from George- 
town college, he entered the Boston 
University Law school, and two years 
later, in June 1880, he was graduated 
from this institution, having in the ex- 
ercises the part of class orator, A year’s 
study with Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., 
now chief justice of the supreme ju- 
dicial court, was DeCourcy’s next step, 
and in May, 1881, he was admitted to 
practice in the supreme judicial court. 
During the following two”’years in 1882 
and 1883, he was in partnership with 
the Hon. John K. Tarbox, and in Jan- 
uary of 188% he became-assistant dis= 
trict attorney with the Hon. H. F. 
Hurlburt, which office he held for six 
years. : 

In 1887 Myr. DeCourcy was honored 
by being elected president of the Bos- 
ton University Law School Alumni 
association, and in 1892 his own city 
honored him with the city solicitorship. 
The year following his being elected 
city solicitor for Lawrence, he entered 
into partnership with Walter Coulson, 
Esq., the law firm being under the 
name of DeCourcy & Coulson. About 
this same time he was made a trustee 
of the Lawrence Public Library for a 
term of three years, and it was one 
year after his entering into partner- 
ship with Attorney Coulson that he was 
a candidate for secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, on the Democratic ticket. 

Rapidly increasing law business ne- 
cessitated the enlargement of the firm 
a féw years ago, when Louis S. Cox 
was taken into partnership, and since 
that time .the law firm of DeCourcy, 
Coulson & Cox has been in its present 
eter quarters in the Gleason build- 

ng. 


PUBLIC CAREER. 


Mr. DeCourcy has had-a very inter- 
esting public career, having been iden- 
tified with many important movements 
and events. He had the honor and dis- 
tinction of béing toastmaster at the 
banquet, commemorative of the semi- 
centennial of Lawrence; and also at 
the banquet to Lawrence soldiers af- 
ter the Spaish war. In the Cleveland 
and Russell campaigns he took an ac- 
tive part, and he was one of the organ- 
izers of the Good Government associ- 
ation of which he was the secretary. At 
the exercises in observance of the 100th 
anniversary of Washington's Inaugura- 
tion; Mr. DeCourey delivered an ad- 
dress and as a lecturer he has appear- 
| ed before the Natural History society, 
the Workingmen’s college, the New 
England Insurance Library association, 
the Textile club, the Young Men's 
Catholic -association, the Unity club, 
etc. 

He has taken a great interest in the 
matter of a.new city charter for Law- 
rence, and he was one of the most im- 
portant factors in bringing about the 
appropriation of $200,000 for the con- 
struction of a new addition to the court 
house in this city. 

Mr. DeCourcy was one of the organ- 
izers of the Lawrence Board of Trade 
and was its first secretary. He was 
also one of the organizers of the Law- 
rence High School Alumni, the Cath- 
olic Lvceum, the Lawrence Canoe club 
and the Lawrence Law Library. 

As to his business interests, he is a 
director in the Lawrence Gas Co., the 
Lawrence Lumber Co., the Lawrence 
Improvemént Co., and the Merchants 
National bank: He is also a stockhold-

ANTITOXIN INJECTED INTO _ A 
BOY’S BRAIN CURES LOCK JAW. 


The Lancet reports a remarkable case 
of tetanus which has just been suc- 
cessfully treated with tetanus, at the 
North Wambledon Cottage Hospital, 
England. The serum was injected into 
the brain of a boy whose jaws had be- 
come -tightly locked in consequence of 
an accident. < 

Thé boy was first taken to the hos- 
pital to be treated for a compound frac- 
ture of the right arm.’ The fracture 
had occurred about an hour previous 
to the arrival of the boy at the hospi- 
tal. He, had fallen off a scaffold. 

The fracture was reduced andthe 
arm bound in splints, but about three 
days later the forearm commenced to 
swell alarmingly. This was followed 
by a rapid stiffening of the muscles of 
the jaw.. Within a few days after the 
accident the boy’s mouth pained him 
greatly when he attempted to open it. 
Soon the jaws became closed tightly 
and remained absolutely rigid. 

The symptoms were such that Dr. J. 
E. Bates decided to give the patient the 
benefit of antitoxin without any further 
delay. He trephined the boy’s_ skull 
and_injected—five-cubic centimetres of 
-antitoxin into the right side of the 
brain, supplementing this with an in- 
jection of 35 cubic centimetres of the 
antitoxin in the thigh. ; 

The patient stood the operation well, 
and a marked quickening of the pulse 
was’ noticed during tHe- process of in- 
jection. Three days after the: opera- 
tion the first beneficial effects became 
noticeable.’ The boy’s jaw ° unlocked, 
and he was able to sit up in bed and 
eat solid food. The wound in tne head 
healed quickly, and within a week we 
boy was allowed to leave the hospital 


perfectly curedof tetanus, and—with 
his fractured arm almost completely 
mended.

With 61 1-2 points to 42 1-2; .with.® 
firsts, 8 1-2 seconds and 4 1-2 thirds, 
and in a meeting in which the Crimson 
athletes broke records in the 100 and 
220-yard dashes and in the low hurdles, 
Harvard defeated Yale in the annual 
dual games at Soldiers’ field Saturday 
afternoon, 

Yale's points were scored on 5 firsts, 
4 1-2 seconds and 8 1-2 ‘thirds, while 
only 1500 people of the 5000 people who 
Saw the games waited for the final 
event, the pole vault, in which a Yale 
man set aside a record mark. 

It was Harvard's day from the -440- 
yard run, the opening event, which the 
crimson won. To three men of the 
Harvard victors is primary honor due 
—to Capt. Willis, to ‘Billy’? Schick and 
to “Bob” Kernan, the man who is 
pressing “Bill’’ Reid close for his title 
of Harvard’s ‘‘greatest athlete.” 

Willis in winning the final heat of the 
low hurdles chipped. 4-5 of a ‘second 
from the record of 24 3-5s, which was 
made in 1894 by J. L. Bremer, and his 
23 4-58 was within 1-5 of a second of 
the wonderful mark set as the world’s 
and intercollegiate record by the great 
Kranzelin of Pennsylvanta.

A PRINCESS’ COUCH. 


When carver and polisher shall have 
done with the bedstead which is be- 
ing made at Honolulu for Princess 
Kawananakoa, the bride of the young 
son-in-law of Colonel Sam Parker will 
repose in a couch truly worthy of a 
Princess. The woods employed ‘are 
kauila and kou, and the carvings char- 
acteristic fruits of the islands. 

The wood from which the tall- posts 
of the bed are made was obtained 
from an oil building and is thoroughly 
cured, in many places being so well 
done that it has been cracked and split. 
The posts measure eight feet in height, 
and from the base to the top, which 
represents the crown of Hawaii, they 
will be, when complete, a mass of carv- 
ing. 

The kou wood which is used-jn the 
head board is pierced for nine panels 
all of which are of kauila, polished to 
the highest degree. Surmounting this 
board, which will be placed between 
the high posts will be a great crown, 
supported on “either side by. sheaves 
of fern leaves. Y 

The four posts will be works 
The crown will'surmount each of them 
and the decorations will be designs 
of various fruits and flowers of the 
islands. 

The foot of the bed will be a grill 
work with spindles between two round 
poles, which connect the foot posts. 
The .woods are to be polished. The 
rails are of oak with a veneering. of 
kou, which will be relieved by a bead- 
ing above and. below.

home of his maternal grandmother, in 
Ballardvale, where _he.attended...the 
public school. ‘The ancestral claims of 
“bonnie” Scotland, the land of Scott and 
Burns, of poetry and song, asserted their 
pre-eminence at an early. age, and the 
youthful poet composed several poems 
of widely different scope, and more than 
usual merit, some of which were set to 
music. While yet in his teens he en- 
listed in Co. A. 19 Reg. Mass. Vol. and 
served throughout the Rebellion. By 
frequent,promotions, from private he at- 
tained the rank of captain.’ The Nine- 
teenth Massachusetts was one of the 
bravest regiments in the Union army, 
and participated in many of our bloodiest 
and most fatal battlés, and were “fore- 
most in the fight.” No prouder eulogy, 
for courage and daring, could be con- 
fered upon any regiment than the words 
of Gen. Webb when he gave the troops 
uvder his command, the courage-inspir- 
ing order: “Follow the eolors of the 
Nineteenth.” 


In less than twelve months after they’ 


left the “Old Bay State” the regiment 


had lost in killed and wounded, more | 


than one half of their officers and men, 
Shot and. shell, grape and cannister, 
made deep inroads through their ranks; 
they knew by experience the terrible 
deadly fire of the rebel sharp shooter. 
Southern battlefields had been strewn 
with their dead and ‘wounded; and the 
flag of the regiment @yed with the crim- 
son life-blood of its heroes—and the 
most pitiful feature of -it all, was the 
bitter memory; that not one real Victory 
had been obtained as a reward for the 
sacrifice of -so many brave lives. The 
battle of Fredericksburg “ by the Rappa- 
hannock’s wave” refered to in the poem, 
took place Dec. 13, 1862 with the same 
result, without developing any real ad- 
vantage-to the Union army. Weary-and 
sorrowful, depressed with. a sense of the 
appalling significance of civil war—but 
still loyal—the regiment—marched back 


‘to their old camp -at Falmouth, Va., 


stockaded their tents, resumed drill, and 
prepared prospective winter quarters. 


In the rank and filé were many a 
mother’s hope and pride, who had 
scarcely reached their twentieth year. 


At night, there were dreams of home 


and mother, and- heart longings” for a 
glimpse of.-dear, ‘familiar faces around 
the family fireside. By day, an irrepres- 
sible sigh for the priceless “privilege— 
which seemed so vague and hopeless now 


| —of pressing the soil of theit —native- 


State, and visiting once more the thrice 


hallowed scenes of their childhood. 
Sometimes a tear moistened the beard- 
less, sun-burned cheek—a tear of pity 
and loyalty—for.the lonely motherheart,

It was at this stage of 
soldier__life, in that drear .December 
month that Sergt. Winthrop wrote the 
poem which has since passed into his- 
tory with the many. thrilling incidents, 
incamp aiid on the battlefield, which 
distinguished the campaign of the fa- 
mous Nineteenth. 

But the spirit of youth is buoyant, the 
‘boys in blue’ true hearted and brave, 
and letters from home and loved ones, 
were the safety valve, that dispelled-the 
clouds, and put fresh courage and new 
hope in their hearts. Besides, they 
were Massachusetts boys, and possessed 
resources. that could 
bring cheer and gladness to. the 
monotony of camp life. 

The late Capt. J. G. B. Adams whose 
name is honored and loved by every 
comrade of the G, A. R., from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific sea-board, and whose 
brilliant war record deservedly won him 
the oftice of commander-in-chief of the 
Grand ‘Army posts of this country, and

LAWRENCE BOY DROWNED. 


A despatch from Dover, N. H, states 
that Arthur Fortin of this city, aged 
about 18 years, who is employed in the 
brick yard at Eliot, Me., was found 
drowned Sunday afternoon in the 
Cocheco river while out boating with 
three friends near Eliot beach.
